A good..instante of Japunese 
kindness of intention, . but mis- 
‘taken ingenuity, is revealed in a 
pamphlet -reeently written by a 
correspondent. in Tokyo on “The 
Present Situation of Education 
in Japan.” Sor 3 

The author wrote: “In October, 
1932, the whole of the medical 
faculty of Nihon University, 
Tokyo, declared a strike {o demand 
the reinstatement of Dr. Nukada, 
Dean of the Faculty,’ who had 
recently been asked to resign, On 
this occasion the 700 medicul 
students each drew blood from the 
forefinger and:in it signed an oath 
that they would not return to 
their studies until the authorities 
agreed to reinstate their. Dean.” 

The author corrected the proofs 
six times, which is the minimum 
number required in Japan if errors 
are to he avoided in any English 
He then marked them'0.K,, 
certain that the text would appear 
without a. single typographical 
howler, a 
" He had fajled, hqwever, to take 
into account the Japanese printer, 
When the pamphlet appeared, nice- 
ly bound, and after many copies 
had been -duly distributed’ to 
Japanese educationists, and others 
sent to educational reviews in 
England and America, the author's 
attention wag called to the tragic 
fact that the' word “forefinger” 
appeared as “foreigner”. in the 
completed: work. ‘ 

The Explanation. 

Seeing possibilities of \diploma- 
tic complications the author de- 
manded an explanation from the 
printer, who replied that at the 
last moment he had indeed noticed 
the word “forefinger,” but, as it 
was unfamiliar to him, he thought 
the author .must have meant

Ys it possible, with the resources 
of modern science, td bring the 
dead back to life? : 

The question arises when. onc 
considers the, remarkable «case 
reported “recently. A woman's 


‘| heart stopped beating during an 


operation; “she was,.in fact, 
dead"; yet, now she -is qlmost 
‘well again. ne 

The answer depends on what 
.we méan'by . death. The plain 
‘truth is’ that no living thing is 
really dead until its:machinery is 
so far damaged that it can never 
work again. ai 

When the heart stops beating 
there is no longer any circulation 
of blood through the.tissues. The,| 
brain, the heart, and the muscles 
are thus deprived of oxygen and 
other nourishment, and if these 
are not quickly supplied again the 
delicate mechanisms are destroy- 
ed for ever. . 

Formerly no method was known 
by ‘which the heart, once stopped, 
‘could be restarted; so the moment 
when the heart stopped was 


regarded as the moment of death. j . 


Now, however, various ways of 
stimulating an inactive heart 
have been found, and there is no 
reason why recovery should not 
take place! at any stage, provided 
the circulation can be . made to 
start again and the brain’ hag not 
been damaged beyond repair. 

Thus we may say now that 
death takes place ‘not when the 
heart stops, but- when the brain

P. Kapitza, the Russian scientist,

The two chief* features: of the 
laboratory ' are, first, that. the 
equivalent of the'whole pow2r out- 
put of the Battersea. Power Station 
ean be concentrated for a small 
fraction Sf a'second on,a space not 
moré than an inth across, and, 
secondly, that matter can be sub- 
jected to these enormous forces at 
temperatur2s within a degree of 
the lowest ‘possible (about—459 
|Fahrenhit), when the atom is mare 
easily pulled from its normal ar- 
rangement. . : 

“At ordinary temp2ratures, said 
‘Lord Rutherford, “atoms are mov- 
ing about in a random.manner at a 
very: high speeed. “At the lowest 
possible temperature thzte wourd be 
no motion at all, and-al]' would be 
stillness. a 
- “We can never quite get there, 
but we can get. very. near it. The 
‘effect is to climinate thesé random 
motions of the atoms, and so we 
hope to obtain more information 
about the constitution of the atoms 
themszlves,” 

Discussing the possibility of dis-. 
integrating atoms by these forces 
and so transmuting metalsa—which 
would give results on a much. larger 
‘reale than those already obtained— 
Lord Ruth:rford said that Sir
